First Prize 
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The Jumping Frogs Jubilee of 1565 
Made Famous by Mark Twain 


It was in the summer of 1865 that the first Jump- 
ing Frog Jubilee was held in Angels Camp, or the 
entire world. Angels Camp, the metropolis of Cala- 
veras County, California, was in that year a booming, 
mae ehie mining and frontier camp. There swere 
hundreds of grizzly miners, who besides looking for 
the elusive yellow metal, also sought any and every 
‘kind of amusement. They were a sporty lot and 
would make a wager on alything, anytime, or any- 
way. There were numerous saloons, danee halls 
and ._gambling dens in the town 

At this time the roads were bad, travel was slow, 
in order to make a trip of a dozen miles, ‘it required 
much preparation and time, and consequently the 
miners did not often leave town to seek amusement. 

It was at this time that the miners followed the 


most unique sport of frog jumping or frog racing. 
Several of the miners had their own frog ponds or 
stables where they spent many long days training 
their jumpers. At regular intervals, a frog jumping

Jim Smiley, a lecal gambler, whom Mark Twain 
made famous, was the owner of the best jumper in 
Calaveras County Timy used to parade around the 
streets with his frog in a basket under his arm, 
boasting of the ability of his particular frog. 

About this time fwo slickers from the Bowery of 
New York arrived in town presumably a few ‘days 
ahead of the sheriff of a neighboring county. These 
two.boys were all that their make-up implied. They, 
in the eourse of their rounds of the gambling halls, 
ran into Jim Smiley, who was proudly exhibiting his 
jumping frog. After listening for some time to the 
boastful Smiley concerning the feats of his frog, Pete

Stag and Jimmy Ludren, who were the boys. from 
New York, began to make light of the Smiley frog. 
After some arguments Stag or Ludren remarked that 
he didn’t see anything about that frog that was any 
better than any ordinary frog. In fact, according to 


the New Yorkers they could catch any ol’ frog from, 


the town cistern that would beat Smiley's frog. That 
was too much for Smiley, the bet was on and a frog 
jumping contest was to take place at once, 

It was agreed that Smiley was to go down to. the 
cistern and: bring back ‘‘most any ol’ frog” that he 
could catch and that the Bowery boys would enter it 
in the race. The news of the contest spread. Several 
thousand dollars were staked by the two slickers. 
The town populace, knowing the jumping ability of 
Smiley’s frog were easy marks for the two boys, 
Smiley left his frog in the care of the strangers while 
he was off to catch the “ordinary frog” that the boys 
had staked their money on. 

While he was gone for the frog, Ludren or Stag 
went across the street to the old Scribner store and 
purchased some buck shot and proceeded to fill the 
fameus jumper full. When Smiley returned and the 
race was on, poor Daniel, as Smiley's frog was called, 
being loaded with shot could not budge. The Bowery 
boys collected their money and headed for parts un- 
known before it became known that poor Daniel was 
more than half shot. 

Mark Twain, the famous American humorist who 
lived at the Mark Twain cabin on Jackass Hill, made 
regular trips to Angels and Calaveras County. He 
stopped at the Angels hotel, where Ross Coon, the 
proprietor related to him the story of the framed 
jumping frog contest. Twain, sensing the humor of 
the story, immediately wrote his famous story, “THE 
JUMPING FROG OF CALAVERAS.”
